would result In physical development 
vhich would be of inestimable benefit 
in the future.

actually examined by the board. En- 
tries were made In five classes «r- 
ranged according to age. The first 


prize was awarded to Frederick Farle 
Spencer, of Camrose, Alta,, securing 
99,5 points out of a possible 100, and 
was entered in the 30 to 36 monthe’ 
class. In the 24 to 30 months’ class, 
Howard BP, Blackford, 226 Gallagher 
street, received the first prize with 97.6 
points. Katherine Jackson took the 
first prize in the 18 to 24 months’ class, 
with a record of $9.5 points. Ger- 
trude Hulbert Graban, 9328 Righty- 
sixth avenue, was given the aws ard in 
the 12 to 18 months’ class With 96.5 
points, and Alberta Margaret Bean, 
11949 Sixty-sixth street, took the first 
prize in the 6 to 12 months’ class with 
a score of 96.7 points. 

The Edmonton Dairy company, W hich 
organized the contest, Is indebted to 
Dr. Nichols and other physicians of the 
city who spent many hours of their 
time in examining the babies, and to 
the members of the hospital board, Dr.

That part of the Scriptures which 
Mr. Mitchell has translated consists 
of the beok of Genesis, the first, twen- 
ty-third, thirty-second, fifty-first and 
one hundred and thirty-ninth Psalms, 
the fifty-third and fifty-fifth chapters 
of Isaiah, the books of Mark, John 
and Romans, the first and second 
chapters of The Acts and the last_ 
three chapters of Revelations. 

Mr. Mitchell also has prepared a 
ndbook of 8,000 Navajo words, trans- 
red into the English language, which 
the first effort to translate the 
ivajo language into English. 

The Navajo tribe is the largest tribe 
of Indians in’ thg United States, It 
yombers 28,000 members, and they are 
the only Indians in theycountry not

FIRST SKYSCRAPER: 


Building of Ten Stories, Two 
and a Half Times Height of 
Any Now Standing, 


Rerlin, July 27.—While soine Amer- 
ican cities are proposing to limit 
the height of their buildings, the city 


of Berlin is preparing to make a move | 


in exactly the opposite direction. Over- 
riding the prejudices and scruples of 
many years, it Is about to authorize 
the construction of a skyscraper, the 
first building of its kind In Berlin. 

The new. structure will be a_rall- 
way hotel, immediately adjoinig the 
great Friedrichstrasse station, and will 
stand on ground controlled by the 
Prussian railway authorities. Final 
aeceptance of the plans will thus have 
an especial significance as indicating 
that not only the municipal, but the 
Prussian state officials at last are 
ready to countenance the skyscraper as 
a necessity of modern conditions. The 
new structure will be of comparatively 
modest height—10 stories—but as that 
js two and one half times the height 
of any building now standing in Per- 
lin, the project has aroused something 
like a sensation here,

SOCIALISTS DARE PASTOR POORLY 


TO INSULT RAISER 
INTHE REIGHSTAG 


PAID; FAMILY 


Remain Seated When Usual] Ate Three Meals in two Days, 


Cheers for Him Are 
Given, 


NO WAY TO PUNISH 
"THEM CAN BE FOUND 


Sharp Campaign Against So- 
cialism is Now Being 
Waged in Germany. 


Berlin, July 27.—It 1s several 
weeks since the Reichstag was closed 
but the action of the socialists in re- 
maining seated while the usual cheers 
for the emperor were given is still the 
subject of press comment. There Is 
ordinarily little sympathy lost between 
the non-Soctalist organs of the left 
and those of the right, but they have 
shown great unanimity in attacking 
the Sectalists’ demonstration as a 
breach of good manners, 

The North German Gazette, un- 
doubtedly speaking for the government 
declares that the neat Reichstag must 
take measures to prevent a repetition 
of such publie insults to the emperor. 

In the Vrussian diet, the Conserva- 
tives interpellated on the matter desir- 
{ny to know whether the prosecuting 
attorney's office had been asked to 
proceed against the Socialists for lese 
majseste, or whether it intended to take 
such action. Replying, the minister of 
justice, while he severely criticized 
the actions of the Socialists, declared 
that he doubted greatly whether it 
would be possible to get convictions, 
since it would probably be held that 
the giving of the customery cheers for 
the e mperor constituted a part of the 
Reichstag proceedings, The Imperial 
constitution provides that deputies may 
not ve brought to account for thelr 
netions or utterances In the Reichstag, 
An aequittal, sald the minister, would 
make them appear mertyrs. In either 
case the result could not benefit the 
ginte, and it had been therefore de- 
cided to take no notice of It. 

In 1904 the elder Tdéebknecht  re- 


fused to rise when cheers were pro- 
posed for the emperor fn the Relchstag 
The authorities prepared a complaint 


mrainst him and asked the Reltchstar 
to consent to his prosecution. Con- 
seat was refused and the case had to 
he dropped. There appears to be con- 
siderable doubt, in any event, whether 
no mere refusal or neglect to stand up 
when the emperor is» being cheered 
{s sufficlent to conetitute the crime 
of lexe majeste. 

Indications of a sharpening of the

forbid minors from attending them. 

The Soclalists maintain that these 
associations are non-political and de- 
voted entirely to gymnastic work, but 
the police have been able to bring 
evidence enough to satisfy the courts, 
In all cases thus far carried to the 
ecurts, that the associations are a 
pert of the party propaganda for win- 
ning recults among the young.

Now Trustees Seek to Oust 
Him From Pulpit; Minister 
Says He prefers Congo, 


Chatham, N. Y., July 27.—There is 
Gissension in the Baptist church at 
Martindale, a village 12 miles south of 
Chatham, The pastor, the Rev. William 
Quayle, formerly of Voluntown, Conn., 
came to the church December 1, 1918. 
Now the trustees of the church and a 
certain following are trying to oust him 
from the pastorate and from the par- 
sonage. 

Mr. Quayle came to the church on an 
agreement that his services might be 
terminated on a thirty-day notice from 
either side. This notice has been given, 
but Mr, Quayle refuses to accept it, de- 
claring that it is trregular. He says the 
laws require that notice of a business 
meeting of the church must be an- 
nounced from the pulpit at a regular 
service for two consecutive Sundays 
Thin has not been done. 

Mr. Quayle’s opponents say their rea- 
son for antagonizing him ts that he 
does not adhere to the Baptist orth- 
odoxy and seems to “want to run 
things.” Mr, Quayle’s supporters as- 
sert that he has been saying things {n 
his sermons that some of the members 
of the congregation do not Mke to hear. 

Climax of Trouble 


The trouble reached a climax several 
Weeks ago when Mr. Quayle gave per- 
mission to an “Uncle Tom's Cabin" 
company to tle its ponies over night 
under the church sheds, The company 
Was on the road, the ponies were very 
tired, and the man in charge said he 
feared he could not get them to the 
next town, Friend Michael, one of the 
church trusteos, objected to the pontes 
remaining under the shed, and they 
were transferred, some to the parson- 
age barn and the rest to a nelghbor's 
barn, 

Mr, Michael on the Sunday following 
rose In church at the conclusion of the 
service and asked the members of the 
congregation to remain. They did so. 
fr, Michael said he understood there 
Was dissatisfaction, with the minister 
Mr. Quayle informed Mr, Michael that 
such discussion at that time was Illegal 
according to church law, The meeting 
proceeded, however, and Mr, Michael 
sald that certain members had refused 
to contribute further to the support of 
the church if Mr, Quayle remained. 

“When I first came here,” said Mr. 
Quayle,” you agreed to give me $400 
salary here and $200 at Craryville, to- 
gether with a $60 donation. The dona- 
tlon amounted to $26. I went to the 
treasurer a couple of times and asked 
for my money. In one instance I re- 
celyed $6 and in another $4. He said 
there was no money In the treasury. A 
few days afterward at a business meet- 
ing {t was reported that the treasury 
contained $100. 


Nothing to Eat 
“We wero reduced to the extremity 


house to eat. In two days we (the pas- 
tor, his wife, two daughters and one 
son) had but three meals, and they con- 
sisted solely of tomatoes and macaroni 
Tt was agreed that I should be furnish- 
ed with firewood. I went to a member 
who had 25 or 380 cords of wood on 
his wood pile and told him I was out of 
wood, Did he draw me any wood? I 
guess he didn't.” 

A vote was carried to request the 
minister to vacate the parsonage in 80 
days, but he refused to recognize it. On 
Sunday, May 31, the doors of the church 
were locked, but he managed to enter 
the building, opened the front doors, 
rang the bell, and held a service ut 
which 26 persons were present. The 
following Sunday when he found the 
doors guarded by a Philmont constable, 
who refused to permit him to enter,

keep the expense within the allowed 
amount, and manage the business side 
of the work so that the laborers will be 
given a living wage with, reasonable 
hours of work under sanitary condl- 
tlona. 

In large hospitals, either general, 
medical or special, or hospitals for the 
mentally disturbed, the standard of re- 
quirements for a superintendent of 


inurses has been changing slowly s0 


that the college trained woman who haa 
taken, beyond her college work, ap- 
proved courses in home economics, 
may shorten her hospital training from 
three to two years or two years and six 
months. Many of the best New York 
hospitals grant the credit of one year 
for home economics colleges in con- 
nection with epecial premedical courses 
Johna Hop- 
kine’ training school grants six months 
credit for such work. Some of the 
Chicago hospitals grant the one year 
of credit. With the college degree and 
the nursing diploma women of execu- 
tive ability may secure positions as 
superintendent of nurses at salaries 
which are far higher than they can se- 
cure In most other professional work. 
Miss Nutting, who has charge of the 
hospital administration course in Tea- 
chers’ College, New York, says: that 
she has requests which she could not 
meet for women whom she could place 
at salartes from $2,000 to $5,000.

Eggs From Best Hens, 


It is wise to oblain eggs for hatching 
from hens rather than pullets, as the

In the fall, as early as possible, pre- 
pare the winter quarters for the birds 
Make three pens, one for the year-old 
hens, one for the pullets, and « third 
for the cockerels and birds that are te 
be disposed of. The cockerels and any 
pullets or hens that are off color, or 
weak In constitution, can be fattened 
and sold, The pullets must be fed Ih 
erally to produce winter eggs, while 
the hens may be fed more sparingly in 
the fall and early winter, so that they 
will be in good shape to produce exes 
of strong vitality for hatching yur- 
poses, 

Pullets if fed properly will give good 
returns in winter, with eggs at the 
price fresh winter eggs are now bring 
ing.
